Proposing  a  toast  to  the  Dominion, 
Lord  Strathcona  alluded  to  the  pride  and 
gratification  with  which  Canadians  nad 
received  the  news  of  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught's  extension  of  office  as  Gover- 
nor-General and  his  magnificent  recep- 
tion.    • 

Rising  to  respond  to  his  lordship's  re- 
marks concerning  the  Duchess,  His 
Royal  Highness  said:  "I  .  am  very 
pleased  to  say  che  is  making  a  splendid 
recovery  and  looks  forward  to  accom- 
panying me  back  to  Canada  in  the 
Autumn." 

"Gentlemen,"  continued  the  Duke,  "1 
feel  most  flattered  at  having  been 
asked  to  accept  an  extension  of  my  term 
for  another  year.  I  think  you  will  be 
aware  that  such  an  offer,  made  by  His 
Majesty,  through  his  Secretary  of 
State,  was  most  highly  appreciated  by 
me.  I  have  now  had  -the  honor  of  being 
Governor-General  for  two  years  and  dur- 
ing that  time  I  have  learned  more  and 
more  to  take  the  deepest  Interest  in 
everything  regarding  Canada.  I  am 
not  going  to  weary  you  with  statistics, 
such  as  the  chairman  has  given  you, 
but  no  one  rejoices  more  than  I  do  that 
such  a  statement  of  Canada's  prosperity 
is  possible. 

,  x        Canada's  Future  Assured. 

"You  must  all  feel  the  greatest  confi- 
dence In  the  future  prosperity  of  the 
Dominion,"  His  Royal  Highness  con- 
tinued. "During  the  time  I  have  held 
office  Canada's  progress  has  been  most 
remarkable. 

"There  may  be  periods  of  depression 
passing  over  Canada.  Those  are  things 
which  happen  to  every  country,  but  I 
am  certain  this  is  merely  temporary 
and  Canada  is  on  a  sound  basis, %nd  has 
every  reason  to  look  forward  to  a  steady 
advance    In  ''prosperity    and    population. 

"I  am  afraid,  in  England,"  the  speak- 
er said,  "they  are  beginning  to  get  a 
little  nervous  over  the  immense  num- 
ber of  immigrants  going  to  Canada,  but 
they  must  remember  this,  although  they 
miv  be  leaving  these  shores  thoy  are 
not  leaving  the  British  Empire,  and 
should  hope  to  be  as  great  an  asset  in 
the  Empire  In  Canada  as  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Canada  has  not  shown  any 
intention  of  breaking  away  from  the 
grand  old  flag  waving  over  us,  and  I 
am  sure  she  will  always  be  true  to  the 
great  position  she  holds  in  the  British 
Empire."

Spectacular  Events  of  Day's 
Manoeuvring  by  Troops 
From  Sidney  Camp — Um- 
pire Holds  Scales  Even, 


Fourteen  hours  spent  with  the  troops 
from  the  training  camp  at  Sidney  yes- 
terday left  a  series  of  spectacular  ef- 
fects impressed  on  the  memory  of  ex- 
traordinary interest  and  beauty.  First, 
a  pine  clump  at  midnight,  with  the 
stars  shining  down  the  brighter  as  the 
camp  fire  'burnt  low,  and  the  purest  of 
cool  air  blowing  gently  through.  That 
picturesque  side  of  it  The 
of  the  scene  l&y  in  the  particu- 
lar six  feet  of  earth  which  each  sleeper 
had  chosen  for  his  bed.  Chosen  in  the 
dark,  it  was  not  until  after  some  hours 
of  attempting  to  sleep  that  the  exact 
number  of  chunks  of  rock  left  their 
imprints  on  the  body  so  clearly  defined 
that  a  search  ending  in  the  removal  of 
the    superfluous    matter    resulted. 

The  second  picture  'is  of  rich  hay 
meadows  white  with  ox-eye  daisies,  bor- 
dered by  a  hedge,  with  a  wood  stretch- 
ing away  on,  one  side  and  a  gentle 
slope  to  more  trees  on  the  left. '  In 
mid-meadow  two  twelve^pounders  were 
at  work,  with  rapid  fire,  at  an  attacking 
infantry  force  which  was  answering 
with  rifle  fire.  Along  the  hedge  in  the 
rear  the  red  and  dark  blue  of  support- 
ing artillery  men  supplied  bright  specks 
of  color  in   the  brilliant  sunshine.

.dress  swinging  down  one  of  the  long 
dips  in  Quadra  Street  and  up  on  the 
other  side  on  their  three-mile  march 
into  town.  They  had  been  marching 
and  fighting  from  5:30  a.m.  to  past 
noon;  they  had  had  a  ten-mile  march 
the  afternoon  before,  and  yet  as  each 
band  blared  out*  the  favorite  tune  of 
each  regiment  they  were  picking  up 
the  step  as  smartly  as  ever,  and  gave 
an  impression  of  force  and  stoutness 
that  no  friend  or  foe  will  ever  be  able 
to  leave  out  of  their  reckoning. 

Attack    and    Defence 

The  troops  marched  into  their  re- 
spective bivouacs  from  the  Sidney 
camp  about  six  o'clock  the  previous 
evening.  The  Red  force,  comprising  the 
72nd  Seaforth  Highlanders,  the  8th 
Duke  of  Connaught's  Own  Rifles.,  under 
the  command-of  Colonel  Leckie  of  the 
Seaforths,  established  themselves  on 
the  northeast  slope  of  Bear' Mountain, 
a  mile  north  of  Elk  Lake,  while  the 
Blue  defenders  ,the  88th  (Victoria)  Fu- 
siliers and  the  104th  (New  "Westmin- 
ster), both  fusilier  regiments,  under 
Lieut. -Colonel  J.  Hall,  tooJt  up  their  po- 
sition to  the  east  of  Elk  and  Beaver 
Lakes.  It  had  been  intended  to  declare 
war  conditions  on  the  arrival  of  the 
last  is  camp,  and  midnight  raids  and 
marches  were  eagerly  anticipated,  but 
I  his  was  countermanded  in  the  even- 
ing's orders  an<l  postponed  till  5:30 
yesterday    morning.

9ask.,  July  1.— Do- 
minion Day,  which  last  year  was  chosen 
as  Medicine  llnl'i'  'lay.  pro-,  ed  a  ^rent 
attraction  for  visitor?,  and  large  crowds 
from  the  surrounding  country  cams 
Into   the  city. 
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to  throw  on  the  other  the  responslbllitj 
of  the  commencement  of  the  war  be- 
tween the  nations  which  hitherto  had 
been  allies. 

The  Bulgarian  Minister  at  Athens  to- 
day made  a  personal  protest  to  Premier 
Venizelos  against  what  he  declares  was 
a  Greek  attack  on  the  Bulgarian  troops 
in  the  Panghaion  district  and  at  Elcu- 
thera. 

Premier  Venlzeos  expressed  his  sur- 
prise that  Bulgarle,  while  not  wanting 
war  at  any  price,  would  not  assume  the 
responsibility  for  her  action  when  her 
troops  had  begun  the  attack.  Excepting 
in  an  isolated  case,>the  Bulgarians  In 
b'alonica  offered  only  feeble  resistance 
to  the  Greeks  and  the  latter  sustained 
losses. 

Heavy  Losses  Kaported 

The  Balkan  situation  is  extremely 
puzzling.  The  Servian. Government  an- 
nounces almost  in  the  same  breath  the 
acceptance  of  Russian  arbitration  and 
the  exlsTence  of  a'pfa'te  or  war. 

The  dispatches  which  arrived  tonight 
from  Belgrade  are  of  the  most  conflict- 
ing character.  Some  annuonce  that  the 
fighting  has  censed  since  Monday;  others 
that  serious  fighting  continues,  and  that 
the  Servians  have  captured  Istip  and 
ICrupishte,  with  heavy  losses  on  both 
sides. 

All  these  reports  must  be  regarded 
with  suspicion.  The  only  tangible  fact 
seems  to  be  that  there  ha*  been  no 
formal  declaration  of  war  or  interrup- 
tion of  diplomatic  relations  as  yet.  The 
Powers  continue  working  actively  to 
avert  a  war  which  might,  before  long, 
involve    half   of    Europe. 

The  Ambassadorial  Conference  met  at 
London  today  to  discuss  the  situation, 
but  arrived  at  no  decision.  Nothing  is 
known    concerning    Roumania's   attitude. 

A  Bulgarian  statement  has  been  issued 
confirming  the  capture  of  Guevgheli  and 
the  throwing  back  of  the  Greek  forces 
on   the   Struma    River. 

Accusations  of  massacres  and  rapine, 
so  common  during  the  last  war,  are 
again  being  spread  broadcast,  especially 
by  the  Greeks,  although,  according  to 
official  reports,  the  opposing  states  have 
ordered  their  armies  to  remain  on  the 
defensive. 

All  of  the  former  Allies  are  making 
warlike  preparations  and  are  organizing 
medical  service. 

A  dispatch  from  Rome  says  that  Tur- 
key has  notified  Bulgaria  that  unless 
she  abandons  her  claim  to  a  war  indem- 
nity Turkey  will  join  with  Scrvla  and 
Greeco  in  the  event  of  hostilities. 

Greece  Will  Bog-in  War 
PIORl.l.V.  .inly  i.— The  Greek  Foreign 
Minister  Informed  .the  correspondent  at 
'  Athens  of  The  Frankfurt  Gazette,  that 
Greece  Intended  to  begin  war  against 
Bulgaria  today  without  a  formal  declar- 
ation. The  Foreign  Minister  made  the 
following    statement: 

"After  Bulgaria  has  rejected  all  the 
conciliatory  steps  of  Greece  by  repeated 
breaches  of  treaty,  and  by  crossing  the 
provisional  boundary  fixed  a  short  time 
ago,    the   Creek   Government  feels  forced 

to  give  the  Macedonian  divisions  of  its 

army   the  order  to  assume  the  offensive. 

"War  will.  1n  this  way,  start  without 
a  formal  declaration,  and  the  Greek* 
will  submit  a  statement  in  this  sense 
to  the  Bulgarian  Government  at  Sofia 
today. 

"Qlreece  declines  to  accept  the  respon- 
sibility  for   this    war,    which   unquestion- 
ably,   will   have    grave   conseQuences." 
Servians  Advancing 

BELGRADE.  July  1.— Advices  have 
reached  here  that  the  Servian  troops 
are  advancing  In  the  direction  of  Istip 
and  Kodane.

There  are   many   Important   factors  to 
be  considered    in    the    establishment      of 
Improved    shipbuilding    facilities    at    Es- 
quimau    Perhaps  the  one  of  the  great- 
est   practical    Interest    la    whether,    if   an 
up-to-date    plant    were    located    here,    it 
could    secure    sufficient    work    each    year 
to   warrant    its    existence.

Neither  of  these  com- 
panies can  hope  to  get  a  dollar's  return 
for  their  outlay  except  Indirectly  be- 
cause of  the  Increase  of  business  which 
they  will  handle  at  this  point.  No  one 
can  say  that  their  plans  are  made  in  the 
hope  of  profit  from  the  sale  of  real 
estate,  for  the  very  sufficient  reason 
that  neither  of  them  lias  a  foot  of  real 
estate  in  Victoria  to  sell.  The  local 
projects  of  these  companies,  which  in- 
volve a  very  large  sum  of  money,  have 
been  formed  and  will  be  carried  out 
only  because  those  who  are  responsible 
for  their  management  are  satisfied  that 
extensive  terminal  facilities  will  be  re- 
quired. 

Mention  may  be  made  in  this  con- 
nection of  the  warehouse  and  factory 
sites  which  will  be  available  in  conse- 
quence of  the  utilization  of  the  terminal 
axea  by  the  Government  for  that  pur- 
pose. In  speaking  of  Victoria,  people 
have  been  accustomed  to  mention  Us 
advantages  from  a  residential  potent  of 
view  and  Its  strategic  position  from  the 
standpoint  of  ocean  navigation.  Little 
has  been  said  of  what  it  has  to  offer 
to  manufacturers.  Brief  mention  has 
been  made  of  the  latter  by  The  Colonist, 
but  what  has  been  said  will  stand  repe- 
tition. Thero  will  be  upon  the  terminal 
area  a  block  of  land  about  a  mile  In 
length,  having  a  frontage  on  navigable 
water,  and,  in  the  rear,  a  common  user 
railway.  This  area  will  have  an  ex- 
ceptionally good  water  supply,  and  there 
Will  be  available  to  those  who  may  wish 
to  occupy  it  an  abundance  of  electric 
power,  which  the  B.  C.  Electric  Rail- 
way Company  is  able  to  provide.  This 
land  will  be  leased  by  the  Government, 
not  sold,  so  that  the  cost  of  a  factory 
site  will  require  a  minimum  of  capital. 
VVs  think  this  condition  forms  a  com- 
bination of  advantages  that  is  abso- 
lutely  unique* 

In  addition  to  the  above  matters,  men- 
tion may  be  made  of  the  part  of  the 
area  that  will  be  sold  to  private  pur- 
chasers and  the  part  that  will  be  given 
to  the  city  for  a  park.  AH  these  things 
combined  serve  to  show  of  what  in- 
estimable value  the  terminal  area  will,

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Bail  way 
Company — One  vessel  every  two  years 
at  an  average  cost  of  $400,000,  this  in- 
volving an  outlay  of  $200,000  a  year. 

The  Canadian  Northern  Railway- 
One  vessel  every  two  years  averaging 
$400,000,  or  a  yearly  expenditure  of 
1800,000.

Mention  has  been  made  of  these  things 
for  the  purpose  of  contrasting  the  origin 
of  the  company  with  Its  present  pur- 
poses. It  is  no  longer  an  enterprise 
dependent  for  its  success  upon  the  pres- 
ervation of  conditions  of  savagery  and 
isolation,    but    a    great    land-owning    and 

coxnmerala]  oonoern,  which  is  about  to 
enter  upon  a  new  line  of  activity.  The 
original  fur  trade  is  yet  being  carried 
■>n,  but  it  forms  the  minor  part  of  the 
undertaking. 

A  very  Interesting  announcement  was 
made  by  Lord  Strathcona  in  presenting 
ihr  annual  report,  namely,  that  the  com- 
pany proposes  to  extend  financial  as- 
sistance to  settlers  who  purchased  land 
from  them,  by  converting  agreements 
to  sell  Into  agreements  to  loan,  thus 
relieving  the  settlers  of  the  obligation 
to  meet  annual  instalments  upon  their 
purchases,  and  leaving  them  free  to 
make  improvements  upon  their  holdings. 
In  the  aheehoe  of  details,  only  a  very 
general  criticism  of  this  new'  departure 
can  be  made,  but  it  seems  one  calculat- 
ed to  assist  materially  la  the  settlement 
and  general  progress  of  the  country. 

The  record  of  the  company  for  the  year 
Is,  a  vary  remarkable  one,  and  explains 
the  readiness  of  its  directors 'to  expend 
unprecedented  sums  for  the  enlargement 
of  its  general  mercantile  business.

dawns.  Here  we  have  four  men  who 
have  lived  everything  else  but  inactive^ 
lives.  They  bay*  been  In  the  thick  of 
things.  The  oldest  of  them  known  What 
privation  means.  Each  of  them  today  is 
a  useful  man.  not  delegating  to  any  one 
such  tasks  as  are  his  to  perform. 

Lives  like  these  have  their  lessons  for 
U*  all.  They  show  that  if  we  follow  the 
laws  of  right  living  we  need  set  no  nar- 
row limit  to   our  term  Of  activity.

"The  Governor  and  Company  of  Advent- 
urers of  England  Trading  Into  Hud- 
son's Bay,"  With  powers  t limt  were  little 
short  of  sovereign  over  a  vast  region, 
the  title  to  which  was  hy  no  means  as 
certain  as  it  might  have  been,  and  th< 
nt  and  nature  of  which  was  prac- 
tically unknown.  v7e  have  before  us  a 
"Map  of  Hudson's  Bay  and  Strait.-," 
published  in  1662.  that  Is,  eight  years 
fore    the    company    was    organized.  n 

In  very  far  fmni  betttg  accurate  Tb< 
Bay  Is  not  shown  to  B<  of  as  great  rela- 
tive size  as  It  Is.  It  Is  marked  as 
bounded  on  the  e8B<  by  Nova  Britannia. 
and  on  the  west  by  New  North  Wales 
and  New  South  Wales.  It  is  shown  as 
having  many  Islands  and  a  long  exten- 
sion towards  the  southeast  of  James 
Bay,  called  "The  Great  Bay  of  Go.jd 
r>«llverance."  There  is  no  extension  of 
the  Bay  In  any  way  resembling  this,  nor 
Is  thers  scich  an  archipelago.  Indeed,  the 
map   is  useful   chiefly   as    illustrative  *of

admirably   suited   for   the   livestock   in

|  the  opportunities  for  its  cultivation  are 
great,  and  more  than  that,  the  market 
is   great,    and    handy   also. 

"Wherever  you  can  get  the  land  her*- 
for  anything  within  reasonable  distance 
of  farming  prices,  livestock  will  pay, 
and  pay  well,  but  to  my  mind,  while  tho 
question  of  price  Is,  perhaps,  a  consid- 
erable one,  it  Is  the  possibility  of  all 
the  land  being  takin  up  by  the  people 
from  the  Northwest  at  high  prices  that 
induces  me  to  doubt  at  all  the  future 
of  agriculture  In  this  part  of  the 
country.  Vast  territories  that  would 
have  made  admirable  farms,  are  already 
staked  out  for  homeattes.  In  fact,  from 
the  agricultural  point  of  view,  you  are 
suffering  from   too  much   popularity. 

"What  Is  the  object  of  my  mission? 
1  can  best  answer  that  by  stating  what 
the  object  of  the  department  is.  It  is" 
to  be  in  a  position  to  tell  the  farmer, 
regardless  of  where  he  Is  located,  the 
variety  of  wheat,  oats.  etc.  that  will 
grow  best  on  his  soil.  Our  business 
may  be  described  as  one  of  breeding 
and  testing  for  the  purpose  of  diagnos- 
ing fertility  and  other  conditions  of 
soil  with  a  view  to  being  able  to  dis- 
tribute, on  call,  samples  of  the  best 
varieties  for  the  different  conditions 
encountered  by  the  farmers  all  over 
the  country.  At  Ottawa  we  have  estab- 
lished a  baking  laboratory  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  and  breeding  new  varie- 
ties' of  grain.  In  order  to  judge  the 
quality  of  wheat,  It  has  to  be  baked. 
All  our  new  varieties  are  baked  before 
they  are  distributed  to  the  farmers — 
that  Is,  samples  are  baked  as  test  cases. 
That  Is  not  only  an  important  branch 
of  our  work  on  behalf  of  the  farmers, 
but  on  behalf  of  the  general  public 
as  well,  because  there  is  no  question 
more  vital  to  every  man  and  his  wife 
than  the  question  of  bread.  When  this 
work  Is  perfected,  we  ought  to  be  able 
to  tell  any  farmer  in  the  land  just 
what  variety  he  requires,  and,  if  he 
cannot  get  It,  to  supply  him  with  it. 
Hew    Wheat    Varieties 

"As  a  result  of  this  experimentation 
we  have  placed  a  new  grain  on  the 
market.  Tt  Is  the  Marqul.i  wheat,  and 
it  Is  now  rapidly  displacing  the  old 
standard,  Red  Fife,  on  the  pralrie.<i.  f^'he 
Marquis  variety  yields  from  a  fif'ii  to 
a  half  more  crop,  and  that  is  all  profit, 
with  the  exception  of  hnultng  and 
freighting.  A  more  recent  Introduction 
by  the  same  means  was  the  Prelude 
vnrlety,  which  is  an  extremely  early 
wheat,  and  most  suitable  for  districts 
that  are  unfortunate  in  regard  to  early 
frosts.  It  will  Invariably  ripen  threp 
weeks    ahead    of    lied    Klfe,    an'l     that    is 

marvelous.  Both  the  Marquis'  .'And  Pre- 
lude varieties  are  strictly  first-class 
products.

vince, and  acting  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  and  request  him  to  do  all  In 
his  power  to  accelerate  the  pavlnc  of 
Saanich  With  hltulithic  paving  in  the 
same  manivr  as  dune  by  the  British 
Columbia  Government  In  connection 
with  some  of  the  municipalities  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Vancouver;  and  that  a 
copy  of  this  resolution  be  mailed  to 
the  Premier,  to  be  followed  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  by  our  delega- 
tion." 

"Whereas  the  Victoria  Automobile 
Association  has  taken  a  leading  part  in 
the  paving  programme  for  Saanich 
municipality,  and  takes  a  most  slncero 
Interest  In  Its  early  and  successful  con- 
summation, this  ni"cttni?  unanimously 
endorses  the  action  of  the  Reeve  and 
Council  of  Saanich  in  letting  the  con- 
tracts on  the  specifications,  and  to  the 
firms  to  which  they,, wore  given;  and 
that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  hand- 
Pd  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Works, 
the  Reeve  of  Saanich  and  the  public 
press." 

Among  the  decisions  arrived  at  by 
the  meeting  was  one  to  the  effect  that 
the  members  of  the  association  should 
definitely  undertake  to  lodge  Informa- 
tion with  the  authorities  should  they 
observe  any  breach  whatever  of  the 
motor   lawa  of   the   Province. 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  city  has 
not  yet  secured  all  tho  necessary  ease- 
ments permitting  the  B.  C.  Telephone 
Company  to  run  Its  laterals  Into  Some 
of  the  downtown  bhuks,  as  was  stipu- 
lated under  the  agreement  passed  three 
years  ago  whereby  the  company  was  to 
Install  an  underground  conduit  system 
and  remove  Its  poles  In  the  area  cov- 
ered by  the  agreement,  the  city  has 
arranged  to  permit  the  company  to  re- 
place poles  in  cases  where  the  ease- 
ments  cannot   be   secured   by   the  city. 

Under  the  agreement  the  city  was  to 
secure  the  necessary  rights-of-way,  and 
In  a  great  many  Instances  this  has  been 
done.  But  some  owners  have  refused 
to  grant  the  entry,  and  to  secure  Us 
expropriation  proceedings  must  be  un- 
dertaken at  the  expense  of  the  city. 
The  company,  in  the  meantime,  has  in- 
stalled Us  underground  system,  and  Is 
ready  W  run  its  conduits  Into  the  vari- 
ous blocks.  But  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  some  rights-pf-way  have  not  yet 
beon  secured,  and  as  the  company  Is 
anxious  to  proceed  with  the  installa- 
tion of  tho  system,  it  rerjulres  an  as- 
surance that  in  cases  where  the  rights- 
of-way  cannot  be  secured  it  shall  have 
the  right  to  replace  poles  which  may 
:  I  ken  down. 

At  Monday  night's  meeting  of  the 
City  Council  the  necessary  resolution 
granting  the  right  asked  by  the  c|>m- 
pany  was  passed.  Tho  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  ready  to  remove  a  large  num- 
ber of  poles  from  off  Government 
Street  and  other  thorouphfares.  and 
ihat  It  ha«  Cue  necessary  assurance 
the  city  regArding  the  re,-*ic|ng  of 
where  necessary  by  reason  nf  the 
Olty'S  failure  to  ,,v>vlde  the  required 
easement,  the  work  of  removal  can  be 
seded   with    at    once.

Lord  Alverstone  Says  Great

Between  Sixty-Five  and 
Seventy-Fivet 


The  proper  retiring  age  for  Judges  has 
been  the  subject  of  inquiry  of  a  royal 
commission  on  delay  in  the  Kind's 
Bench  Division  of  the  Law  Courts,  Lon- 
don, and  it  is  notable  that  Lord  A  I  \ 
stone,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  who  is  70 
years  old,  and  for  several  months  has 
been  unable  to  take  his  place  on  the 
bench,  Is  much  against  the  compulsory 
retirement  age  for  Judges  being  set  at 
earlier  than  75  years,  while  he  prefers  80 
years.  In  bis  testimony  before  the  com- 
mission, of  whioh  Lord  St.  Aldwyn  is 
chairman,   Lord  Alverstone  said:

A  standing  example  of  "how  not  to 
make  war"  is  afforded  by'  Bulgaria,  says 
a  military  critics,  who  sign*  himself 
"Chasseur."  In  Blackwood's  Magazine. 
He  Is  referring  to  tbe  loss  of  life  re- 
vealed in  the  official  returns  recently 
issued  at  Sofia,  showing  that  330  offi- 
oers  and  20,711  men  were  killed;  950 
officers  and  52,550  men  were  wounded; 
3,193  off  leers  •And  men  are  missing.  Of 
Bulgaria's  population  of  2,200,000.  one 
male  «ln  every  24  roust  thus  be  dead, 
wounded  or  missing.  Speaking  Of  Bul- 
garia's reckless  valor  and  Incautious  ex- 
posure of  her  battalions, .  he  cites  the 
fate  of  two  Sofia  infantry  regiments; 

"These  two  units  had  comprised,  dur- 
ing the  original  mobilization,  almost 
the  entire  literati  of  the  capital.  The 
very  architect  responsible  for  the  most 
modem  of  the  buildings'  had  marched 
away  with  a  rifle  on  bis  shoulder. 
Judges,  magistrates,  lawyers,  actors, 
shopkeepers,  seized  in  the  great  ten- 
tacles of  universal  conscription,  had 
been  spirited  away  to  the  field  of  bat- 
tle. What  had  been  their  fortune? 
There  is  a  cruel  fate  In  war,  which  may 
spare  one  unit  and  proscribe  ^another. 
The  Sofia  regiments  found  the  latter 
fate.  Extermination  watt  their  role  in 
their  country's  victories.  Itt  th*  early 
battles  of  tbe  war  they  marched  with 
the  'valor  of  ignorance"  upon  the  enemy, 
and  paid  the  price.  They  were  recruited 
again  to  service  strength.  The  boys 
from  the  lyceuro  and  the  apprentices 
from  the  works  were  hastened,  a  year 
before  their  time,  into  the  barrack 
square,  and  after  three  months'  training 
were  drafted  to  the  front.  Again  a  cruel 
fate  lay  in  store  for  them.  The  lions 
from  behind  Tchataldja  crept  out  under- 
cover of  the  night  mists,  and  for  a  sec- 
ond time  the  literati  of  Sofia  were  prac- 
tically   annihilated." 

An  editorial  In  The  London  Evening 
Standard  contains  the  statement  that 
waste  of  life  In  the  Bulbar  lines  made 
the  mortality  of  this  war,  considering 
Its  duration,  unprecedented  in  the 
world's   nnnals,   and   continues: 

"It  Is  not  surprising  to  learn  that  the 
Bulgarians  have  lost  30,000  men  killed 
In  the  war.  It  was  obvious  from  the 
first  that  their  reckless  gallantry  would 
result  in  heavy  losses.  The  Turks 
•f.Hieht  like  lions'  before  Adrlanople, 
and,  shockingly  led  as  they  were  at 
Khk-KlliBseh,  on  October  23,  and  a 
week  later  at  Lule  Burgas,  they  sttU 
manft[c<Hl  to  Inflict  h envy  losses  on  their 
dauntless  foes,  who  advanced  In  serried 
ranks  against  the  fire  of  shrapnel.  The 
attacking  side  always  suffers  most  srv- 
I  v,  as  the  .Tspnnpse  found  to  their 
cost,  and  to  the  1M00  men  put  hors  de 
combat  In  the  final  assault  on  Adrian- 
ople  mttsl  be  added  the  terrible  struggle 
fOT  the  possession  of  that.  Splon  Kop  In 
the  T.-Vmf.ilJ:i  lines  on  March  28  and  29. 
when  t'n<-  ll'ilirnrUn*  were  finally  driven 
orf  through  the  rain  and  mist,  leaving 
1,000  dead   behind    them. 

"The  totil  will  indeed  he  appalling 
when  to  these  figures  are  added  the  ter- 
rible mortality  among  the  Montenegrins 
In  the  attneks  on  Mount  Tarabosh.  and 
the  Servian  losses,  which  in  the  taktns; 
Of  Prist  ina  alone  were  officially  de- 
otered  to  be  'extraordinarily  large.'  The 
Russians  in  the  whole  of  the  Manchur- 
lan  campaign  scaroely  lost  more  men 
killed."
